The special diap.vtch to tlio Chicago 


Tiinen, reporting tho arrival at Mobile from 
Europe of ten iron-clad gunboats for tho 
rebels, appears to ba exclusively the news 
of that paper. No otliov paper reports it, 
although reports from Memphis of tho same 
dftlo jhavo been received. It ia scarcely 
probable that ao many v/ar vessels could be 
titled out and gent from Europe without 
the knowledge of our government. If true, 
it ii certainly a discouraging circumstance, 
but wo hope it will turn out a canard. 


. Tho French lit tho Gulf of Mexico. 


Tho report that Mr. Scwurd has protest* 


. ed against tho concentration of a largo 


French fleet hi the Gulf of Mexico, is prob 
ably truo. The war againat Mexico ia with- 
out good cause, and ia itielf an indication 
of hostility towards us. It is said that tho 
French have taken possession of Guyanaa?, 
on tho Gulf of California, opposite Souora, 
a few hundred miles south of the southern 
boundary of California.

A. Platform upon vrlilcli all iioyal Men 
Can Unite. 


A convention of committees, represent 


ing the chamber of commerce, the union 
defence committee, and the common couu 
cil, of the city of New York, met on tho 
23d instant, and appointed a committee ol 
ten to consider what further action is necea- 
sury to carry into effect tho call of tho Pres- 
ident for additional troops. Nothing is said 
as to the former political opinions of tho 
member?, and we infer that the subject was 
not discussed, although it is to be presumed 
that all shades of political difference were 
represented. 


Tho committee adopted a resolution in 


favor of the importance of enlisting, nt this 
time, only for tho regiments now in the 
field. This will strike every one as the 
most 
expeditious 
method of at 
once 


strengthening the army.] 


Tho following resolutions were then 


adopted, expressive of the sense of the com 
tiiitteo, to which we would call the specin 
attention of all loyal citizens: 


liesoh'cd, That wo look upon tho preseni 


as tho crisis of .the rebellion—a crisis from 
which we see no deliverance other than in 
tho most prompt and energetic action, 


Resolved, That every person and every 


community of doubtful loyalty should be 
regarded as disloyal; and tho announce 
inent should bo rondo that wo rely on no 
qualified Unionist to aid us in this contes 
for great principles, but trust only in the 
truly loyal, who will sacrifice property, life 
and even opinion for tho common good. 


Ilesoked, That the time haa fully come 


when we must striko for our national life 
using every weapon God bus given us, and 
calling to our aid every person who can bo 
drawn from the rebels or added to our cause 
That a proclamation of the commander*in 
chief, declaring the provisions of therecenl 
law of Congress to be the sentiment of the 
goveinment, and that they will be anforcad 
would secure to the Union cause thousand: 
of laborers, thousands of fighting men, am 
millions of co-operating well-wishers. That 
tho welfare of our country, the lives of loy- 
al soldiets, and the happiness of loyal fam 
ilies nil over the free states demand tho 
proclamation. 


Resolved, That every day's delay com 


plicatea our relations both foreign and do 
mcstic, gives tho rebels strength, and i 
wasting hundreds of good and truo men 
and it is far better that every rebel shoul 
periih than that one more loyal soldio 
should die. 


And therefore it is that we, with entire 


unanimity, most respectfully and most earn 
fitly call upon the president to act in hi 
capacity as commanaer-in-chief of tho army 
and navy of tho United States, and imruedi 
ately issue the order which will take from 
the rebels their great source of strength, 
while it will diminish their army by calling 
to tho defense of their homes large numbers 
of rebel officers and men. And wo assure 
the president that in this, as in every act of^ 
his administrution, tho people of tho free" 
states will sustain tho policy while the civ- 
ilized world will applaud tho proclamation 
of emancipation. 


All men might not he willing to sustain 


" every net" of tho administration during 
the time it has been in power. 
Wo pre- 


sume there nro some things which the ad- 
uriustralion itself would not now approve., 
but would in the futuru act differently, un- 
der the same circumstances since the light 
ol experience has demonstrated mistakes; 
but in the sense that tho errors oHho past 
are not included, and that every act shall 
bo designed to speedily wipe out the rebell- 
ion, tho whole loyal people of this great 
country, will with one- voice approve of 
these resolutions. They contain tho whole 
gospel of tho conduct of the war, and so 
much better express our own idea upon the 
subject, than any thing we could write that 
WQ present thorn to our readers for their 
consideration. Can wo not all, with one 
accord say aye, and amen to these patriotic 
resolutions 1
